OPENINGS FOR BRITISH TRADE IN 
ALL COUNTRIES. 





Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

‘The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade 
Correspondents in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in other parts of the Empire, and from His Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1916, 575 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 128,662 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related, 
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The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of - the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register ; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Comptroller-General of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

N.B.—Admission to the Register, and retention upon it, are at the 
discretion of the Board of Trade.

According to a recent announcement in “Commerce Reports” 
Stationery; (Washington) to which H.M. Consul at Milan 
Paper ey (Mr. J. H. Towsey) calls attention, there ought to 

iil be a good market in Italy, and especially in the 

Milan Consular district, for ruled and unruled paper, manufactured 
stationery, card and box stock, and certain grades of wrapping paper. 
There has been a rapid and continual decrease in paper stocks of all 
classes, and it is stated that the stocks on hand are only one- 
third of the normalsupply. Prices have been increased several times, 
and now range from 60 to 75 per cent. above those of peace times. ‘I'he 
demand for stationery of the highest quality is comparatively small. 
Medium grades are sold extensively, Although the paper-making 
industry is well developed in Italy, only inferior grades are produced, 
because these can be manufactured so cheaply that competition is 
almost out of the question. Before the war most of the medium 
grades of stationery, card and box stock, and wrapping paper came 
from Germany and Austria. 

A prominent dealer in Milan states that American firms demand 
payment with order. The German, I'rench, and often the British 
seller, will give credit, while German sellers before the war frequently 
gave six months, a discount of three per cent. being allowed on 
payments made 30 days after receipt of the goods. ‘The Italian 
dealer has to find the market and distribute the goods, besides 
attending to collections. 

At the end of the war there is likely to be a great demand for 
paper stocks of all kinds, including cellulose. (D.C.1. 49,348.)

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THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


All arrangements for the holding of the British Industries Fair, 
1917, are now complete, and forms of application for space are being 
issued by the Board of Trade. The Fair will be held from 26th 
February to 9th March. 

The growth of the Fair has necessitated an increase of space, with 
the result that the Fair will be held partly, as last year, in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, placed ati the disposal of the Board of 
Trade by the President of the Board of Education, and partly in the 
Great Hall and certain Galleries in the Imperial Institute Building, 
which have been lent by the Executive Council of the Institute and 
by the University of London. 

In view of the risk of interference with the output of munitions of 
war, it has not been possible to include in the Fair certain trades 
which would otherwise have been invited to participate. The Fair, 
therefore, will be confined to the same trades as were sanctioned by 
the Minister of Munitions last year, that is to say, Toys and Games ; 
Earthenware and China; Glass; Fancy Goods; Stationery and 
Printing. An important development, however, has taken place 
since last year in that the Municipality of the City of Glasgow are 
organising a Fair at Glasgow which will take place concurrently with 
the Board of Trade Fair in London and will include certain trades 
not comprised in the London Fair. The Glasgow Fair, which is 
being held under the auspices and with the support of the Board of 
Trade, will include Textiles; Ready-made Clothing; Boots and 
Shoes ; Foodstuffs (prepared and preserved) ; and Domestic Chemicals. 
The extension of the number of articles exhibited simultaneously 
cannot fail to increase the importance of the Fairs in the eyes of 
foreign buyers, more especially as both Fairs are being brought to 
their notice at the same time. . 

Over 20,000 invitations to each Fair will be sent to oversea buyers 
by the Board of Trade, those to firms in non-European countries 
having been already despatched, and another 80,000 invitations to 
the Fair in London will be issued to the buyers in this country before 
24th February. 





EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES IN LONDON. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German and Austrian methods of 
advertising, the Board of Trade have collected over 7,500 specimen 
catalogues of German and Austrian origin, and these may be 
inspected at the Foreign Samples Section of the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence, 32, Cheapside, London, E.C. 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are 
classified both as regards articles of manufacture and names of 
manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any particular cata- 
logue a simple matter. Copies of this index will be available shortly. 
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NOTICE TO IMPORTERS AND EXPORTERS. 
Precautions to be taken against Trading with the Enemy. 


The following announcement is issued by the Board of Trade :— 


1. The attention of importers and exporters is directed to the 
provisions of His Majesty's Proclamation dated the 9th September, 
1914, relating to Trading with the Enemy. By paragraph 6 (7) of 
this Proclamation, all persons resident, carrying on business, or 
being in His Majesty’s Dominions are warned “not directly or 
indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit of, or obtain from, 
an enemy country or an enemy, any goods, wares, or merchandise ; 
nor directly or indirectly to supply to or for the use or benefit of, 
or obtain from, any person, any goods, wares, or merchandise, for 
or by way of transmission to or from an enemy country or an 
enemy; nor directly or indirectly to trade in vr carry any goods, 
wares, or merchandise destined for or coming from an enemy 
country or an enemy.’ It is further provided by paragraph 3 
that the expression ‘‘enemy’’ in the Proclamation means ‘* any 
person or body of persons of whatever nationality resident or 
carrying on business in the enemy country, but does not include 
persons of enemy nationality who are neither resident nor carrying 
on business in the enemy country.”’ By the Proclamation of 16th 
February, 1915, the prohibitions in the above-mentioned Pro- 
clamation of 9th September, 1914, are extended so as to apply 
to territory in the effective military occupation of an enemy as 
they apply to an enemy country. 

2. Under the Trading with the Enemy (Extension of Powers) 
Act, 1915, power is taken to prohibit trade with firms of enemy 

nationality or association in non- -enemy countries. Statutory 
Lists of such firms in foreign countries, with whom all dealings 
by persons resident or carrying on business in this country are 
prohibited, are drawn up from time to time by the Foreign Trade 
Department, Lancaster House, St. James, London, 8.W., to 
which Department enquiries on the subject should be addressed, 
as also should enquiries relating to the firms in China and Siam, 
Persia, Morocco, Liberia, and Portuguese East Africa, with whom 
tr: ading 1s prohibited by the Proclamations of 25th June, 1915, 
and 10th November, 1915, and the firms in China, Siam and 
Liberia to whom alone goods may be consigned under the Pro- 
clamations of 24th September, 1915, and 26th April, 1916. 

3. With a view to preventing breaches of the foregoing, im- 

porters are required, in certain cases, as indicated below, to 
roduce Certificates of Origin and Interest or Certificates of 
nterest issued by His Majesty’s Consular Officers, and exporters 
to make Declarations of the Ultimate Destination of their goods 
as set out in the following paragraph.

4. Declarations of the Ultimate Destination of goods exported 
to any foreign place in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea (with 
the exception of those situated in Russia and France) or to 
Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, China, Colombia, Cuba, 
Ecuador, Fernando Po, Japan, Liberia, Morocco, Netherlands 
Kast Indies, Paraguay, Persia, Peru, Philippine Islands, Porto 
Rico, Portuguese Kast Africa, Portuguese Guinea, Portuguese 
West Africa, Rio Muni, Siam, Tripoli, the United States, Uruguay or 
Venezuela are, in view of the provisions of Section 1 (1) of the 
Customs (War Powers) (No. 2) Act, 1915, required to be made 
to the Collectors or other proper Officers of Customs and Excise, 
in accordance with the Customs Order issued under Section 139 
of the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876, as extended by Sect. 2 
of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 1915. ‘The exporter may be 
called upon to produce evidence that the goods have not reached 
an enemy or an enemy country, and if he fails to do so he is liable 
to a penalty of treble the value of the goods, or £100, unless 
he proves that the goods reached the enemy or enemy country 
without his consent or connivance and that he took all reasonable 
steps to secure that the ultimate destination of the goods should 
be the person or country mentioned in the declaration. 

Enquiries regarding the guarantees and methods of consign- 
ment requisite in the case of goods of kinds the exportation of 
which is xot prohibited or restricted should be addressed to the 
Secretary, Custom House, EC. inquiries relating to the regu- 
lations as to the shipment and consignment of goods of kinds the 
exportation of which is prohibited or restricted, and as to the 
special forms of guarantee to be obtained from proposed con- 
signees, in Holland, Scandinavia, and Switzerland, should be 
made of the Secretary, War Trade Department, 4, Central Buildings, 
Westminster, S.W. 

5. Attention 1s drawn to the fact that in time of war the practice 
of shipping goods with Bills of Lading made out “to order’’ 
(made illegal by Section 4 of the Customs (War Powers) Act, 
1915, in the case of goods shipped from the United Kingdom 
under licence), is very undesirable in respect of any goods ex- 
ported from any part of the British Empire. Shippers of goods 
not requiring licences are therefore advised not to make out 
Bills of Lading ‘to order,” but only (a) to a named consignee, 
or (6) to a bank or financial house of high standing with the 
remark in the margin of the Bill of Lading ‘‘ Notify A.B.,’’ 
‘“ A.B.” being the name of the person or firm for whom the goods 
are ultimately destined. (Goods shipped to the Netherlands should be 
consigned to the Netherlands Oversea Trust.

6. All goods, excepting Meat, Petroleum Products and Sugar, 
imported from the countries marked ‘A ’* below must be accom-

panied by Certificates of Interest. These certificates will be 
issued by His Majesty’s Consular Officers, who will require docu- 
mentary evidence that no enemy or person with whom trade is for 
the time being probibited (e.g., persons on the Statutory List) has 
any interest in the goods. 

*A’’:—Abyssinia, Argentina, Azores, Bolivia, Brazil, 
Canary Islands, Cape Verde Islands, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Danish West Indies, 
Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Greece, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Liberia, Madeira, Mexico, Morocco 
(excluding Spanish Morocco), Muscat, Netherlands 
Kast and West Indies, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Paraguay, Persia, Peru, Philippine Islands, 
Portuguese East and West Africa, San Salvador, 
Spain, Spanish West Africa, Uruguay, and 
Venezuela.

The goods specified on a Certificate ot Lnterest or Certificate of 
Origin and Interest must be shipped from the country of origin 
within the period stated on the certificate, which will in no case 
exceed two months. Jt is not necessary that the goods shall have 
arrived at their ultimate destination within the period specified. 
The onus of proving that the goods were shipped within the period 
required will if necessary rest in cases of doubt with the importer 
of the goods. 

Certificates of Interest and Certificates of Origin and Interest 
are not required for goods transhipped in the United Kingdom, 
but shippers are advised to procure them in their own interest in 
order to prevent possible delay. 

7. Any goods, wares, or merchandise imported from the foreign 
countries specified in paragraph 6, except as provided in that para- 
graph, unaccompanied by Certificates of Interest or Certificates 
of Origin and Interest as the case may require, will be detained 
by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise until the requisite 
certificates are produced. The Commissioners are, however, 
authorised in such cases, and at their discretion, to allow delivery 
of the goods on the security of a deposit or of a bond to the 
amount of three times the value of the goods with a view to the 
production of the necessary certificates within a prescribed period, 
provided that they see no reason for suspecting that the goods 
emanate from enemy territory or that an enemy or a person with 
whom trade is prohibited has an interest in the goods. In 
similar circumstances, perishable goods may be handed over to 
brokers to whom they are consigned for sale on an undertaking 
being given to render an account of the sale and to pay over the 
proceeds less brokerage charges. If the necessary certificate is 
received within the statutory period mentioned in the notice of 
seizure, the proceeds paid over may be returned. 

8. Importers are warned that they are under an obligation to 
take all necessary steps to satisfy themselves that goods they 
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Notice To [MporTERS AND EXPORTERS—continued. 
propose to import are not of enemy origin, and that no enemy or 
person with whom trade is prohibited has any interest in the 
voods. Failing evidence that they have done so, the goods, 
should they prove as a result of examination on arrival to be of 
enemy origin, or should it be found that an enemy or a person 
with whom trade is prohibited has an interest in them, will be 
liable to seizure even though accompanied by Consular Certificates 
of Interest or of Origin and Interest. Importers who are offered 
goods (especially goods hitherto mainly derived from enemy 
countries) by firms abroad respecting which they have insufficient 
information, are strongly advised to defer payment until the 
goods are delivered, and to make it a condition of payment that the 
goods are not only accompanied by Certificates of Interest or 
Certificates of Origin and Interest as the case may require, in 
proper form, but are passed on arrival by the Customs authorities 
of the United Kingdom. 

Caution. 

9. The Board of Trade direct the particular attention of all 
manufacturers and traders concerned to the need for scrupulous 
care in the transaction of their business abroad, in view of the 
tact that some traders in some neutral countries are making them- 
selves agents for the supply of goods to and from enemy countries. 
Especial care should be taken in opening new accounts in neutral 
countries, and in relation to any orders or enquiries of an 
abnormal character. british traders should keep themselves 
informed of all additions to the Statutory Lists referred to in 
paragraph 2 above, and it is advisable for them to make arrange- 
ments, either directly or through any bookseller, with H.M. Stationery 
Office (see addresses on cover), or (in Ireland) with E. Ponsonby, Ltd., 
116, Grafton Street, Dublin, to be furnished with ‘“ The Trading with 
the Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3,’’ and all 
subsequent additions to the List made by Orders of Council.” 
These lists are also published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ and 
the *‘ London Gazette.’” Even when the name of a particular firm 
abroad does not appear in the Statutory List, business should 
be suspended, in any case of doubt, pending reference to the War 
Trade Intelligence Department, Tothill Street, Westminster, 
London, S.W., as regards firms in European countries to whom 
it is proposed to export, and to the Foreign Trade Department, 
Lancaster House, St. James, London, 8.W., in all i cases. 
It is inadvisable that any new accounts should be opened by any 
British trader in neutral countries, during the war, without the 
fullest enquiries as to the character of the business proposed to 
him. The Proclamations relating to trading with the enemy 
cover indirect trading with the enemy through neutral agents, 
and carelessness in transacting neutral business may involve 
traders in the severe penalties attaching to trading with the 
enemy.

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TRADING WITH THE ENEMY AND EXPORT OF 
PROHIBITED GOODS ACT, 1916. 


The Director of the War Trade Department desires to call attention 
to the T'rading with the Enemy and Export of Prohibited Goods Act, 
1916, which received the Royal Assent on 18th December. 

The Act contains important provisions with reference to the 
obtaining of certain licences, authorities, or approvals, including 
licences for the export of goods, the export of which is prohibited or 
restricted, and enables (Section 1) summary proceedings to be taken 
in any case in which any person makes any false statement or repre- 
sentation or produces any false guarantee, certificate, or undertaking 
in support of an application for a licence. 

Section 1 is as follows :— 

If, for the purpose of obtaining any licence, authority, or 
approval for any transaction or matter under or in connection 
with any Proclamation or Act relating to trading with the enemy, 
or for the purpose of obtaining a licence to export any goods the 
exportation of which without a licence is prohibited under any 
Proclamation or Order in, or of, Council, any person— 

(a) makes or presents any declaration or statement or repre- 

sentation which is false in any material particular ; or 

(>) produces a guarantee certificate or undertaking which is 

false in any material particular, or has not been given 

by the person by whom it purports to have been given, 

or which has been in any way altered or tampered with ; 
he shall be liable, on summary conviction, to a fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred pounds, or, alternatively, in the case of 
goods for export, treble the value of the goods, or to imprison- 
ment with or without hard labour for a term not exceeding 
three months, or to both such fine and imprisonment, unless he 
proves that he had taken all reasonable steps to ascertain the 
truth of the statements made or contained in any document so 
presented or produced or to satisfy himself of the genuineness 
of the guarantee certificate or undertaking. 

Persons applying for licences are accordingly cautioned that great 
care must be taken that statements made in answer to the enquiries 
upon forms of applications for licences and in other communications, 
and also in all documents produced in support of applications for 
licences either by way of guarantee or certificate or undertaking, are 
in every respect correct. 

Attention is also drawn to Section 2 which makes it an offence to 
destroy documents for the purpose of coneealing any transaction 
which would constitute an offence of Trading with the Enemy, and 
to Section 3 which makes two declaratory amendments of the 
Customs Law.

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EXPORTATION OF PROHIBITED GOODS. 


Customs Notice to Store-dealers and others. 


Cases have recently occurred in which members of the crews of 
ships have been detected endeavouring to smuggle out of the country 
quantities of goods the exportation of which is prohibited. 

Store-dealers supplying goods to ships and retailers generally are 
enjoined to exercise great care in selling to members of the crews 
of ships goods which are prohibited to be exported from the United 
Kjngdom;,and they are reminded that persons aiding and abetting a 
br each of the Customs Laws are liable to the same penalties as the 
principal offenders. lor their own protection, therefore, dealers 
should take steps to satisfy themselves that all goods which they sell, 
and in particular those which they sell to crews of foreign-going 
ships, will not be exported in contravention of the law. 





EXPORTS TO DENMARK. 


Guarantee Requirements Waived in certain Cases. 


Arrangements have been made by H.M. Government to allow the 
shipment of any of the following articles to Denmark without pro- 
duction’ of guarantee from the Merchants’ Guild of Copenhagen or 
the Danish Chamber of Manufacturers :— 

Sanitary earthenware without fittings of any kind. 

Pottery and common earthenware for table and household 
purposes. 

Books. 

Dolls and toys (except electric torches). 

Wooden clock cases. 

Slates and slate pencils. 

Postage stamp albums and picture postcard albums. 

(This concession had previously been granted in the case of printed 
matter, live animals unfit for human food, and receptacles of Danish 
origin returned empty. | 

The notice which appeared on p. 937 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30th March. 1916, regarding exports to Denmark 
requires amendment accordingly.

EXPORTS TO NORWAY. 
Cocoa. 


In modification of the notice which appeared on pp. 765-6 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th September relative to restrictions 
on the export of certain goods to Norway and other countries, it is 
announced by the Foreign Office that the restrictions there specified 
on the importation of cocoa into Norway have been cancelled. 
Consideration will, in future, be given to applications for licences to 
export certain quantities of cocoa and cocoa preparations to that 
country provided that they are intended to be consigned to the 
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Exports TO NoRWAY—continued. 


Norwegian Chocolate Manufacturers’ Association, and are covered by 
a certificate issued by the Association in favour of the actual importer, 
who, in the case of cocoa beans and cocoa butter, must be a member 
of the Association. 

Grass Seeds. 

In modification of the notice which appeared on p. 89 of the ‘* Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 12th October, it is notified by the Foreign Office 
that the restrictions therein specified on the importation of grass seeds 
into Norway have been cancelled. 





EXPORTS OF INDIAN JUTE TO SPAIN. 


The India Office announce that the quantity of raw jute to be 
imported into Spain from India during 1917 has been fixed at 
approximately 40,000 tons. Importers will be free to purchase their 
allotments from any firm or firms in India. (D.C.1. 51,234.)

A PROCLAMATION 


MAKING CERTAIN ADDITIONS TO, AND AMENDMENTS IN, THE LIST 
OF ARTICLES TO BE TREATED AS CONTRABAND OF War, 


GEORGE R.I. 

WHEREAS, on the 14th day of October, 1915, We did issue Our 
Royal Proclamation specifying the articles which it was Our intention 
to treat as contraband during the continuance of hostilities, or until 
We did give further public notice ; and 

Whereas, on the 27th day of January, 1916, the 12th day of 
April, 1916, the 27th day of June, 1916, the 3rd day of October, 
1916, and the 23rd day of November, 1916, We did, by Our Royal 
Proclamations of those dates, make certain additions to and modifica- 
tions in the said list of articles to be treated as contraband; and 

Whereas it is expedient to make certain further additions to the 
said list : 

Now, therefore, We do hereby declare, by and with the advice of 
Our Privy Council, that during the continuance of the war or until 
We do give further public notice, the following articles will be treated 
as absolute contraband in addition to those set out in Our Royal 
Proclamations aforementioned :— : 

Oxalic acid and oxalates. 
Formic acid and formates.

And We do hereby further declare that, as from this date, the 
following amendments shall be made in Schedule 1 of Our Royal

For item 8, “ ethyl alcohol; methy! alcohol,” there shall be substi- 
tuted ‘“ Alcohols, including fusel oil and wood spirit, and their 
derivatives and preparations.” 

For item 35, “ aluminium, alumina, and salts of aluminium,” there 
shall be substituted “aluminium and its alloys, alumina, and salts 
of aluminium.” 

For item 41, ‘‘ wolframite, scheelite,” there shall be substituted 
‘tungsten ores.” 

And We do hereby further declare that, as from this date, the 
following amendments shall be made in Schedule Il. of Our Royal 
Proclamation of the 14th October, 1915, aforementioned :— 

For item 5, “ fuel, other than mineral oils,” there shall be substi- 
tuted ‘‘ fuel, including charcoal, other than mineral oils.’’

REQUISITION OF LINEN YARNS. 


'The Secretary of the War Office announces that, in pursuance of 
the powers conferred on them by the Defence of the Realm (Consoli- 
dation) Regulations, 1914, the Army Council have given notice, under 
date 30th December, of an intention to take possession of all stocks 
of linen yarns manufactured partly or wholly from Irish, French, 
Dutch or Courtrai flax. 

If any person having control of any yarns of the descriptions 
aforesaid sells, removes or secretes such yarns without the consent of 
the Army Council he shall be guilty of an offence against the said 
Regulations, provided that nothing in the Order shall prohibit :— 

(1) The sale of such yarns, in exchange for the guarantee herein- 
after required, at a price based upon the price of flax in the Irish 
markets during the fortnight ended 16th December, 1916, and

(2) The delivery of such yarns, in pursuance of any contract 
entered into prior to the above date, in exchange for a guarantee by 
the purchaser or consignee that the yarns are required and will be 
used directly or indirectly for the purpose of any Government 
contract or order. 





CENSUS OF WOOL AND WOOL PRODUCTS. 


A census of all wool and wool products in the United Kingdom on 
3lst December is being taken by the Army Contracts Department 
under an Order made by the Army Council under the Defence of the 
Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914. The return is compulsory, 
and all persons owning 5,000 lbs. or more of raw wool, or of wool 
products such as tops, noils, waste, yarns, etc., or 10,000 yards or 
more of cloth, dress goods, etc., are required to make a return of their 
stocks. Persons holding similar quantities on account of clients 
abroad are under the same obligation. It should be noted that a 
return of goods actually in the United Kingdom 1s required. Where 
goods have been sold but not invoiced the return should be made by 
the holder. 

Schedules have been prepared on which the return is to be made, 
and these are being sent to manufacturers, merchants and others, 
Any person or firm having stocks as indicated above, who has not 
received a schedule should apply at once for one to the Director of 
Army Contracts, R.M.S., 929, Imperial House, London, S8.W. 

Any person holding stocks of the kind and quality named and fail- 
ing to make a return incurs the liability of being proceeded against 
for an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regulations.

PROHIBITION OF USE OF “ANZAC” IN TRADE. 


An Act of 18th December, 1916, entitled the ‘‘ Anzac’ (Restric- 
tion on Trade Use of Word) Act, 1916,” prohibits the use in connec- 
tion with any trade, business, calling, or profession, of the word 
“ Anzac,” or any word closely resembling that word, without the 
authority of a Secretary of State, given on the request of the Govern- 
ment of the Commonwealth of Australia or of the Dominion of New 
Zealand, and this prohibition applies notwithstanding that such word 
forms part of any trade mark, or of the name of any company or 
society or other body, which has been registered before the passing 


of this Act. 
The Act will come into operation three months after the above- 


mentioned date.

METALS AND MATERIALS ECONOMY 
COMMITTEE.

MAXIMUM PRICES FOR SALES OF 
SULPHURIC ACID. 


The Ministry of Munitions make the following announcement :— 

A circular letter was issued on 30th December substituting, as 

from lst January, the following maximum prices for sales of 

sulphuric acid for those set forth in circular letters of the 11th and 

28th February, 1916. These refer to sales of sulphuric acid of all 
descriptions and for all purposes unless expressly excepted :—

PARCEL POST TO RUSSIA. 


The Postmaster-General announces that the Russian Post Office has 
notified that it is unable to issue notices of non-delivery in regard to 
parcels which are undeliverable. The sender of a parcel for any 
place in Russia must accordingly indicate, on the cover and on the 
back of the relative Despatch Note, and, if possible, in the French 
language, whether, in the event of non-delivery, the parcel shall be 
(a) redirected to another address (in which case the alternative 
address should be furnished), (6) returned at the sender’s expense, or 
{c) abandoned. No other alternative is permissible. 
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CHILE (Antofagasta)—-H.M. Consul at Antofagasta (Mr. H. W. 
Bird) writes that imports into that port are again increasing, owing 
mainly to United Kingdom merchants being able to execute orders. 
On account of difficulties as regards tonnage, etc., orders have 
however, not been met satisfactorily, this being especially so in the 
case of ironmongery, and local British firms have had to obtain some 
of their requirements from the United States. ‘To a certain extent 
local British firms have taken the place of German suppliers of British 
goods, which the latter used to sell at such low prices that competition 
was impossible. 

H.M. Consul does not think that, after the war is over, British trade 
will suffer or need fear being ousted, provided always that German 
exporters are not allowed to monopolise freight conditions as for- 
merly. If they are to enjoy large rebates in ‘shipping and railway 
freights and Government subsidies they will again be in a position to 
undersell. 

German firms, adds H.M. Consul, were well informed where 
merchandise might be obtained, either in Europe or the United 
States, and no matter what article was required they could always 
quote for it either f.o.b. a foreign port or c.i.f. Antofagasta. This is 
a point that should be studied carefully by British firms.

CHINA (Tsinan)—H.M. Consul at T'sinan (Mr. J. T. Pratt) 
reports that imports of piece goods into that port from the United 
Kingdom are probably decreasing. During the last few years 
cotton prints of Russian manufacture have appeared in increasing 
quantities in the Tsinan market. The trade in Chinese cotton 
prints is also increasing, while, owing to the recent influx of 
Japanese into Shantung, the competition of Japanese piece goods 
is even more severe in ‘T'sinan than in other parts of China. 
Prior to the war the only local firms handling general imports 
were German; these have now practically ceased doing business, 
with the result that, for the present, Tsinan has ceased to be 
acentre for such trade. No British firms are established in Tsinan 
except those handling special commodities, such as soap, oil and 
cigarettes. Other goods for which there is a local demand, such as 
piece goods, medicines, etc., are purchased in Shanghai and Tientsin.

JAPAN (Kobe and Osaka).—The Acting British Consul-General at 
Kobe (Mr. H. Horne) writes that imports from the United Kingdom 
into that port are steadily increasing ; the value of such imports in 
January, 1916, was £257,000, and in July last £444,000, while 
during the seven months January-July, 1916, the value of imports 
from the United Kingdom was £2,171,000, as compared with 
£1,392,000 and £2,825,000 in the corresponding period of 1915 and 
1914, 
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H.M. Vice-Consul at Osaka (Mr. O. White) writes that the greatest 
obstacle to British trade has, of course, been the difficulty under 
which British manufacturers have laboured of being unable to accept 
orders for delivery at definite dates. Had British firms been able to 
accept the opportunities that have been offered, a large amount of 
business could have been transacted. These opportunities, however, 
were in respect of iron, steel, machinery, and chemicals, the very 
articles of which supplies are limited, and Japanese manufacturers 
have benefited as a result of British firms being unable to supply.

TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS FOR 
UNITED KINGDOM GOODS. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence invites applications 
from manufacturers and exporters of United Kingdom goods who are 
desirous of extending their trade. Such applications should specify 
the countries for which information is desired, and indicate—- 


(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 


(b) The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 


Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. If they desire to do an export trade it 
would be in their interest to state whether they have already 
succeeded in obtaining any trade in countries abroad, whether they 
are represented by agents there, and if so by whom, and whether 
they are satisfied with their representation. 


Applicants for information as to openings abroad may apply direct 
to H.M. Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents 
in the British Dominions, the Board of Trade Correspondents in 
other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular Officers in foreign 
countries, but it is generally desirable that they should apply, in the 
first instance, to the Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption of this 
course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which the 
Department is already in possession of the required information. 
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IMPORT TRADE OF BRITISH [INDIA IN 1915-16. 


Competition from Japan and the United States. 


The following particulars relative to competition with British 
goods in India are taken from the Report* of the Director of 
Statistics to the Indian Government reviewing the trade of India tor 
the year ended 31st March, 1916 :— 

The total imports into British India of private merchandise and 
Government stores (excluding treasure) amounted to 1,37,52,00,000 
rupees in 1915-16 as compared with 1,44,93,00,000 rupees in the 
previous year. Manufactured articles constituted over 77 per cent. 
of the total value of imports in 1914-15 and over 71 per cent. of the 
total in the year under review. 

The following table shows the value of some of the principal 
imports of manufactured articles into British India in the years 
ended 3lst March, 1914, 1915, 1916 :—

The Report points out that the importance and extent of India’s 
foreign trade are sometimes not appreciated. In 1915, for example, 
the imports of merchandise into the United Kingdom from India 
were greater than from any other country, except the United States 





* See notice on p. 907 of the * Board of Trade Journal” of 21st December. 
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and Argentina, whilst the exports from the United Kingdom of 
domestic merchandise to India in the same year were also larger 
than those to any other country, except France. 

The share of the United Kingdom in the total import trade of India 
in 1915-16 was 59°4 per cent., as compared with 67:4 per cent. in the 
preceding year. ‘The percentage share of the United States increased 
from 3°5 per cent. in 1914-15 to 6 per cent., while that of Japan 
increased from 3°3 per cent. to 5:7 per cent. 

Imports from the United Kingdom in 1915-16 were valued at 
£52,053,000, as compared with £61,959,000 in the previous year 
and £78,388,000 in 1913-14. The principal classes of merchandise 
imported from the United Kingdom are (in order of importance) 
cotton manufactures, metals and machinery, and railway plant, these 
items accounting for £38,000,000 in 1915- 16. 

The import trade with enemy countries decreased to about 
£1,000,000 in the year under review, consisting principally of prize 

cargoes, as compared with £12,000,000 in 1913-14. Full particulars 
of the goods formerly comprising this trade were ge in the 
“ Review of the Trade of India in 1914-15 ”—see pp. 819-21 of the 
“ Board of ‘l'rade Journal” of 23rd December, 1915. 

The increase in imports from Japan was chiefly in cotton and silk 
piece-goods, matches, sugar, toys, machinery and millwork, rubber 
tyres and tubes, and cement. ‘This increase, however, is not large 
when regard is had to the volume of imports previously supplied by 
Continental countries which has been cut off owing to the war. 
Japan is competing with the United Kingdom for the supply of 
glass and glassware, as shown by the fact that in 1913-14 Japan 
supplied 8 per cent. of the imports of glass and glassware, while 
the United Kingdom supplied 41 per cent.; the percentages in 
1915-16 were 33 and 43 respectively.

Trade with the United States has made considerable strides, as in 
the case of Japan, in the way of replacing articles hitherto obtained 
from countries with which India’s trade relations have ceased owing 
to the war. Imports from the United States increased by 68 per 
cent. over 1914-15, iron and steel sheets and sheet bars, cotton piece 
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goods, hardware and cutlery, instruments and apparatus, lubricating 
oil, and motor cars being the most important contributors to this 
increase. 

The two directions in which the United States have been making 
most rapid progress are in the iron and steel trade and in motor cars 
and vehicles. As regards the former the United States are for the 
time being, at any rate, taking the place of Germany and Belgium, 
the imports of iron and steel from the United States into India in 
1915-16 amounting to £1,600,000, as compared with only £368,000 
in 1914-15. Inthe case of motor wry" the number imported increased 
a 010 cars, of an average value of 2,192 rupees per car in 1914-15, 

2,136 carz, of an average value of 2441 rupees, in the year under 
review.

With reference to the foregoing, the following remarks by the 
Canadian Special Trade Commissioner in a report to his Government 
on the trade of British India may be of interest : 

“ Many commercial travellers from the United States, repre- 
senting many different lines, particularly hardware, boots and 
shoes, stationery, office supplies and machinery, have visited the 
country since the outbreak of war, and have in almost all cases 
secured very large orders. The owners of American proprietary 
articles, manufacturers of motor cars and accessories and machinery 
have within the past year or two greatly developed their advertising 
campaigns in the Indian newspapers. ‘There are indications that 
Americans are devoting much more attention to Indian trade than 
heretofore.” 3 

The same report states that there is an enormous demand in India 
for lamps and lanterns, and a good demand for hardware, farm imple- 
ments, office furniture, and refrigerators, as well as for cheap articles 
finding favour with the native population, such as matches, bangles, 
beads, playing cards, small aluminium and enamelled ware dishes and 
cheap cotton goods, ‘The demands of the population are constantly 
increasing as the purchasing power of the country increases. 

Apart from the United Kingdom, the United States of America and 
Japan, the only other country taking any considerable share in the 
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import trade of India is Java, the imports from that country 
amounting to £8,959,000, or 10:2 per cent. of the total imports in 
1915-16, as compared with £5,480,000, or 5°9 per cent. in 1914-15. 
Practically the whole of these imports, however, consisted of sugar. 

With regard to imports by Provincas, Bengal took practically 40 
per cent. of the total imports into India in 1915-16, the proportion 
into Bombay being about 34 per cent. As compared with 1914-15, 
imports into Bengal, Bombay and Madras showed decreases, while 
those into Sind and Burma increased. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF RUSSIA IN JANUARY- 
SEPTEMBER, 1916. 
Increased Trade through the Port of Viadivostock. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) writes that 
the “ '‘Torgovo-Promvshlennaya Gazeta” (Petrograd) of 21st October/ 
3rd November has published the following particulars, taken from the 
returns of the Russian Customs Department, relative to the foreign 
trade of Russia during the first nine months of 1916, with compara- 
tive figures for the corresponding periods of 1915 and 1913 :— 

According to this statement the value of the foreign trade of Russia 
wid the Kuropean, Russo-Finnish and Black Sea frontiers during the 
first nine months of 1916 was 1,327,664,000 roubles, as compared 
with 603,724,000 roubles and 1,892,389,000 roubles during the 
corresponding periods of 1915 and 19138 respectively. Of the 1916 
total, imports accounted for 977,841,000 roubles, and exports for 
349,823,000 roubles. 

The value of the foreign trade of Russia vid the Asvatie frontiers 
during the first nine months of 1916 was 724,916,000 roubles, as 
compared with 383,956,000 roubles and 185,810,000 roubles in the 
corresponding nine months in 1915 and 1913 respactively. OF the 
1916 total, imports accounted for 653,562,000 roubles and exports 
for 71,354,000 roubles. 

Of the total foreign trade, which amounted to 2,052,580,000 
roubles during the first nine months of 1916, imports accounted 
for 1,631,403,000 roubles, the figures for the corresponding periods 
of 1915 and 1913 being 716,547,000 roubles and 1,005,629,000 
roubles respectively, while the value of exports for the same period 
of 1916 amounted to 421,177,000 roubles, as compared with 
271,133,000 roubles in 1915 and 1,072,570,000 roubles in 1913. 

Exports, vid European frontiers in January—September, 1916, 
as compared with the same period in 1913, the last normal year, 
show a decrease of 656,348,000 roubles, while exports vid Asiatic 
frontiers, chiefly Russian Far Eastern ports, show an increase of 
4,955,000 roubles. On the other hand, imports in 1916 vid European 
frontiers, as compared with the first nine months of 1913, show an 
increase of 91,623,000 roubles, and, vid Asiatic frontiers (Russian 
Far Eastern ports—chiefly Vladivostock) the enormous increase of 


534,151,000 roubles. 
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In the first seven months of 1916, the latest period for which 
details are available, imports vig Viadivostock amounted to 
421,430,000 roubles, of which goods to the value of 235,893,000 
roubles came from the United States, 111,317,000 roubles came from 
Japan, and 51,017,000 roubles’ worth (chiefly raw materials) came 
from the United Kingdom.

CROP ESTIMATES IN CERTAIN COUNTRIKS. 

The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
information from the International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome :— 

The production of wheat for the current season is estimated at 
79,682,000 cwts. in Australia, 41,461,000 cwts. in Argentina, 
114,977,000 ewts in France, and 342,805,000 ewts. in the United 
States (winter and spring together). The Frerch barley crop is 
estimated at 16.888,000 ewts. Oats are expected to produce 9.603,000 
cewts in Argentina, 81,256,000 cwts. in France, and 357,716,000 ewts. 
in the United States. The yield of rye in France is put at 17,945,000 
ewts. and in the United States at 23,692.000 ewts. The production 
of maize in the United States is estimated at 1,291,625,000 ewts. 

The total production of wheat in Canada, the United States, British 
India, European Russia, United Kingdom, France, Spain, Italy, 
Norway, Denmark, Netherlands, Roumania, Switzerland, Japan, 
Kgypt, and Tunis is given at 1,327,623,000 cwts., and of rye in 
Canada, the United States, European Russia France, Spain, Ireland, 
Italy, Norway, Denmark, Switzerland and the Netherlands at 
494,473,000 cwts. The total production of barley in the same 
countries as for wheat, with the omissicn of India, is estimated at 
439,485,000 cwts., and of oats, in: the same countries as for barley, 
with the exception of Egypt, at 802,315,000 cwts., while the pro- 
duction of maize in Canada, the United States, European Russia, Italy, 
Switzerland and Japan is given at 1,372,248 cwts. As compared 
with the corresponding average crop in the years 1909-138, these 
estimates represent increases of 1*1, 3°2 and 12-0 per = for barley, 
oats and rye, and decreases of 9°1 and 5°3 per cent. for wheat ar d 
maize respectively. 
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INDO-YARKAND TRADE. 
Commercial Conditions in Chinese Turkestan. 


H.M. Consul-General at Kashgar, Chinese Turkestan (Sir G. 
Macartney, K.C I.E.), has furnished the following particulars regard- 
ing the Indo-Yarkand trade in the year ended 31st March, 1916, 
which should be read in conjunction with the article on the Ladakh 
trade with Central Asia in 1915-16 which appeared on p. 958 of 
last week’s issue of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” :— 


Trade with India. —'l'raflic with India is carried on principally wd 
Srinagar, Ladakh and the Karakoram Pass and also, to a small 
extent, vi@ Bajaur, Chitral, and the Baroghil Pass and Wakhan. 
India supplies spices and tea and a large variety of dress materials 
from her own mills and from those of Europe, while in exchange 
‘Turkestan gives its raw silk, wool, charas,* felts and carpets. Goods 
from Jndia almost invariably exceed in value those in the opposite 
direction, so that, to adjust the difference, ‘lurkestan is obliged to 
export a large percentage of treasure in the form of gold and silver, 
besides making payments through bank drafts and money orders. 
The trade is mainly in the hands of a number of Yarkadis and 
Khotanis and of British Indian Mohammedan subjects domiciled in 
Turkestan. 

The chief imports from India into Turkestan are cotton piece-goods 
woven in United Kingdom and [ndian mills, and, formerly, velvet and 
satin of German origin, and although there has been a diminution 
in this trade during the year under review, other goods that came from 
India have found by no means a slack market; indeed, rarely have 
they been selling more readily than at present. The favourable con- 
dition of the market is ascribed to the advance in the price of Russian 
piece-goods and to the increased demand owing to increased facilities 
for the distribution of goods from the Yarkand and Khotan centres to 
distant places like Aksu and Ili. 

The sale of goods locally is almost entirely on credit, prices varying 
according to the length of credit given. 

Trade with Russia.—The principal trade of Chinese Turkestan is 
with Russia. The western border of the Province of Hsin-chiang 
runs coterminous with Semerchensk and }ergana and is crossed by at 
least half-u-dozen trade roads, none of them of exceptional difficulty. 
It is in the southern portion of Hsin-chiang, however, that Russo- 
Chinese trade is most developed. Caravans of pack-horses and camels 
travel nearly all the year round between Kashgar, on the one side, 
and Narin, Osh, and Pamirsky Post, on the other. 

According to statistics furnished by the Russian Consul-General at 
Kashgar, the value of imports on which bounties are paid by the Russian 
Government into Kashgar from the Province of Fergana during the 
calendar year 1915 amounted to 2,413,378 roubles, of which 2,179,021 
roubles represented the value of cotton piece-goods and 165,990 
roubles that of sugar, as compared with 2,766,420 roubles in the pre- 
war year 1913, when cotton piece-goods represented a value of

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2,928,542 roubles. The total value of the import trade is estimated 
at from 3,500,000 to 4,000,000 roubles. 

Exports from Kashgar to Fergana, have also been well maintained. 
Their value in the pre-war period was about 3,000,000 roubles 
annually. The total for the year under review is 3,950,877 roubles, 
the exports consisting mainly of the following goods: Coarse cotton 
cloth, 1,327,056 roubles; raw cotton, 490,554 roubles; coloured 
cotton cloth, 279,197 roubles; sheep skins, 389,356 roubles ; apricot 
kernels, 334,415 roubles; raw silk, 287,490 roubles; felts, 250,836 
roubles; raw wool, 154,730 roubles; and woollen carpets, 109,012 
roubles. 

Trade with Inner China.— Imports into the Province of Hsin-chiang 
from the interior of China consist solely of brick tea (the quantity 
being still considerable despite Indian competition), silks, and a few 
edible stores, used by Chinese officials. There are no exports from 
Hsin-chiang to the interior of China apart from Khotan jade stones 
and gold dust from the Khotan mines. 

Currency Notes.—There are two sorts of Chinese Government 
currency notes circulating in the Province, both nominally of the 
same value. ‘The notes circulating in the north are unrecognised in 
the south, or at least are accepted considerably below face value. 
For some some time, merchants in the north had nothing but these 
depreciated notes, and as Indian merchants were mainly in the south 
and were used to dealing in the notes of the south, the two parties 
found it difficult to do business together and for a time all trans- 
actions were stopped. Now, however, the notes of the north have 
largely been replaced by those recognised in the south, and with the 
prospect of a unified currency the movement of stocks has in some 
measure been resumed. (further particulars regarding the local 
currency were given in the article on the Indo-Yarkand trade 
published on pp. 544-6 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 24th

INDUSTRIAL AND SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN CANADA. 
Appointment of Advisory Council. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
has forwarded an extract from the local press, dated 1st December, 
from which it appears that the Dominion Government has appointed 
an Honorary Advisory Council on Industrial and Scientific Research. 
This Council will work with a Government Sub-Committee consisting 
of the Ministers of Trade and Commerce, Interior, Mines, Inland 
Revenue, Labour and Agriculture. Among the questions to be 
considered are the utilisation of waste products; the discovery of 
new processes—mechanical, chemical, and metallurgical; and the 


development of the unused natural resources of the country. 
(D.C. 50,432.) 
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CURRENCY SITUATION IN MEXICO. 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City (Mr. E. W. P. Thurstan) 
writes, under date 30th October, that an attempt is now being made 
to restore the circulation of metallic currency in Mexico. The gold 
value of the “ infalsificable ” paper currency, which the Government 
had guaranteed to be worth twenty cents Mexican gold per dollar, 
has been declining ever since it appeared upon the market, and is 
now as low as, or lower than, that of the previous paper issues it was 
designed to supplant. 

By a Decree of 25rd October it has been ordered that the internal 
State and Federal taxes are to be collected in national gold, or, at 
the option of the taxpayer, in the ‘* intalsificable ” currency at the rate 
of 22-22 paper dollars to one dollar Mexican gold. This rate will be 
altered from time to time so as to keep pace with the continuous fall 
in the value of the paper. All salaries and wages are to be paid on 
the same basis. 

Mr. Thurstan adds that the prices of goods of all kinds have until 
quite recently been quoted in ‘ infalsificable” paper, but since the 
issue of the above-mentioned Decree most of the tradespeople of the 
capital have fixed their prices in national gold or its equivalent in 
‘ infalsificables.” As, however, few, if any, of their customers possess 
gold or silver the traders are thus able constantly to demand more, in 


paper, for their goods, as the value of the paper decreases.

RESTRICTIONS ON TRADING IN LIBERIA. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Monrovia (Mr. M. Y. H. 
Parks) reports, under date 14th November, that the Legislature of the 
Republic of Liberia has recently passed an Act suspending, during 
the European war and for a period of three years after its termination, 
the Act of 1908-1909 which permitted foreign individuals or firms, 
irrespective of nationality, established at any of the regular ports of 
entry of Liberia, to trade interiorward or coastwise beyond ports of 
entry. 

The new Act decrees that all foreign individuals or firms now 
established in the interior or on the coast at places which are not ports 
of entry are allowed three months from the passage of the Act to wind 
up their business at these places and to withdraw therefrom. 

The Acting Consul-General adds that the passing of this protective 
measure into law has been hastened by the action of certain Germans 
who have been touring the up-country rice centres and buying through 
native channels all the available stocks of rice in certain districts for 
the sole consumption of their fellow countrymen on the coast, thus 
causing the Liberian and native communities in Monrovia and in the 
up-river settlements to suffer serious incovenience through being 
suddenly deprived of their principal food supplies. (C, 33.800.) 
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LEGISLATION REGARDING TRANSFER OF COMMERCIAL 
ENTERPRISES IN PERU. 


According to the October issue of ‘‘ La Revista Comercial ” (Callao), 
the Peruvian Government has passed a Law, dated 29th September, 
1916, regulating the transfer of industrial enterprises with a view to 
guaranteeing the interests of the creditors of such enterprises. 

The Law provides that the owner of a commercial or industrial 
establishment who desires to effect a transfer must give notice of his 
intention in the paper designated by the Corte Superior as the official 
organ for that purpose. The announcement is to appear during a 
period of 15 days, and creditors are to be advised to appear at a given 
address in order to receive sums due or to leave proof of the existence 
of a credit. Creditors must appear for this purpose within a period 
of 30 days from the day following the first publication of the 
notice. Transfers realised after these preliminaries have been carried 
out render the new owners responsible for debts remaining on the 
books of the undertaking.

BRITISH INDIA. 

The Board of Trade are notified that the India Office has been in- 
formed by telegraph that the Government of 
India have prohibited with effect from 23rd 
December last the importation into India of 
motor cars (including commercial vehicles), 
chassis, motor cycles and all parts and accessories 
other than tyres, whether of British manufacture 
ornot. The only exceptions are goods imported 
on behalf of Government or under license. Licences will be issued 
by Collectors of Customs at the ports of importation into India, and 
will in general be granted only in respect of goods as to which it is 
satisfactorily established that they were paid for before 23rd Decem- 
ber or shipped before Ist January. Licences may also be granted for 
the import of parts, shipped or paid for later, if the importer can 
show that these are being imported merely for the purpose of repairs, 
Red Cross vehicles, if not exempt as Government property, will also 
continue to be admitted, under licence. 

All applications for licences, or rulings on particular cases, and 
enquiries as to the detailed administration of the regulations should 
be addressed to the Collectors of Customs at the respective ports at 
which it is desired to import goods into India. (D.C.1. 593.)

sian Sihieed, Mome making a preliminary investigation of the work 

in connection with the construction of a canal, to 
be cut through the southern part of the Yalmal peninsular, connecting 
the river Obi with the Kara Sea. This canal, which is to admit of 
the navigation of steamers drawing up to 5 ft. and with a capacity 
of up to 75,000 pouds (about 1,200 tons), will shorten the distance 
from the Obi to the Kara Sea by 1,800 versts (about 1,193 miles), 
and at the same time avoid the ice always encountered at the mouth 
of the Obi, which has been the greatest obstacle to navigation in 
the northern part of this river. 

Proposed new port at Yalmal.—For transhipment of merchandise 
from river to sea-going steamers, it is proposed to construct a port, 
to be named Yalmal, at Cape Mora Saley, where there is a good 
natural harbour protected from the northern winds. The transport 
of produce from Siberian centres to Europe by the rivers Irtish and 
Obi and by the Obi-Yenesei Canal (now stated to be under 
construction) will, it is hoped, be greatly facilitated by the new 
canal. It is roughly estimated that the cost of transport by this 
route from Tobolsk and Tomsk will be 30 copecks per poud, which 
fact should facilitate not only the export of Siberian grain (hitherto 
not exported systematically to Europe) but also other Siberian 
products, such as hides, skins, timber, minerals, etc. 

It is stated that owing to the rivers of the Yalmal peninsular being 
in their natural state navigable for small craft, the construction of the 
proposed canal should not require a large capital.

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker, C.M.G.) has 
Improvement of forwarded, under date 8th November, an extract 
in ited eal from a recent issue of the ‘‘ Far Hastern Gazette ” 
‘ (Shanghai) relative to the restoration of the 
Chinese Grand Canal, of which the following is a summary :— 

On 30th January, 1914, the Chinese Government signed an agree- 
ment with the American National Red Cross Society, allowing that 
organisation to effect a loan for the purpose of improving the water- 
courses embraced in what is known as the Hwai River District—-a 
region periodically visited by devastating floods and consequent 
famine. The outbreak of the European war, however, prevented the 
immediate raising of this loan, but the Red Cross Society despatched 
an engineering commission to make surveys and estimate the cost of 
the undertaking. An exhaustive report was issued, but it was still 
found impossible to interest American bankers in the scheme as 
originally put forward ; later on, however, they were ready to consider 
raising sufficient money to cover the cost of part of the work, 
namely, the improvement of the section of the Grand Canal which 
traverses the area and which is bounded by the Yellow River on the 
north and the Yangtsze River on the south. 

The Canal has been allowed to silt up and deteriorate so much that 
in parts it has become practically useless to the country through 
which it passes. As a first step in the treatment of the great flood 
and famine area, its improvement should be of far-reaching import- 
ance, not only because it will provide uninterrupted communication 
within the distressed area, but also because it will re-establish the 
Canal as an artery of commerce for traders in the rich regions that it 
taps. 

Agreements have, therefore, been entered into with American 
financiers and contractors to undertake the work. It is divided inte 
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CHIN A—continued. 


two sections, one for the part of the Canal which traverses the 
Province of Kiangsu from the Yangtsze, and the other the section 
which crosses Shantung Province to the Yellow River. 

The agreements have been made with the American International 
Corporation, which is called upon “to recommend to the Chinese 
Government for appointment, expert engineers to investigate and 
report upon the most recent conditions relating to all other works 
included in the Hwai conservancy scheme, and to draw up detailed 
p'ans for the carrying out of the same to serve as a basis for arrange- 
ments for raising further loans in order to complete the whole of the 
works.” 

For the Kiangsu section the Corporation is to issue a loan not 
exceeding 3,000,000 dols., to bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent. 
per annum. The loan is to be secured by the tolls and taxes, exclusive 
of likin, now levied or to be levied on the Grand Canal in the Kiangsu 
Province. Any deficiency is to be made up by the Government from 
other sources. 

A head works bureau is to be established at the town of Tsing 
Kiangpu, and will be under the direction of the Government. An 
office for the collection of taxes and tolls will he established by the 
bureau. 

‘The contractors are to be paid on a percentage basis, and the price 
has been fixed at 10 per cent. of the cost. 

As regards the materials to be used, those of Chinese make are to 
have preference, otherwise American materials and machinery will be 
utilised, when the price does not exceed the price of the same 
quality in other foreign markets. 

With regard to the Shantung section, the American International 
Corporation has been authorised to issue a loan for this portion of the 
work. The amount of the loan is to be 2,500,000 dols., to bear 
interest at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum, and secured on the 
reclaimed lands, land taxes, canal tolls, etc., the Government to make 
up any deficiency. 

Messrs. Siems and Carey are the contractors appointed for the 
work, which is to be completed within 30 months from the date of 
the signing of the agreement, and the contractors are to receive 10 per 
cent. of the cost as payment. 

The Grand Canal Conservancy Bureau of Shantung was established 
about a year ago, and a considerable amount of surveying work was 
done. The proposed work in Shantung covers a distance of about 
500 miles along the Canal, and is planned to benefit navigation and 
to assist land reclamation. ‘ 1t is considered that the returns from 
navigation will be sufficient to pay for the whole improvement 
work. It is estimated that land to the extent of 97,000 acres 
can be reclaimed and put under cultivation. 

At present there are 8,050 boats of all classes, with a total tonnage 
of 99,000 tons, plying on the Canal. (D.C.1. 47,940.) 
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NEW ZEALAND. 

H.M. T'rade Commissioner in New Zealand (Mr. .R. W. Dalton) has 
forwarded some samples of cinnabar obtained 
from a deposit at Puhi Puhi (North Island), 
and a sample of mercury distilled therefrom. 
The deposit has not yet been worked to any 
extent, owing to lack of capital and experience. At present drives 
are being made to ascertain the extent of the deposit and, on cal- 
culations made by the Department of Mines, 10,000 tons of ore 
are in sight. At a low estimate the ore is calculated to yield 2 per 
cent. of mercury.

RUSSIA. 
H.M. Consul at [Ekaterinburg (Mr. 'T. Preston) reports as follows, 
under date 28th November, regarding the production of pig and 
other iron in the Urals during the first six months of 1916 :— 


In spite of the low production of both pig and merchant iron 
during the early months of 1916, the production for 
the half-year did not fall far short of that of the 
; corresponding period of 1915, the figures for pig 
in January-June, .— . 25 307 64] “apr age ng 
1916. iron being 29,3 O41 pouds in the first six 
months of 1916 and 25,408,965 pouds in the first 
six months of 1915. 

The output of roofing iron was 3,754,722 pouds in the first six 
months of last year, as compared with 7,793,860 pouds in the corres- 
ponding period in 1915. ‘The decrease is attributed to the cessation 
of house building during the war. [or the same reason there was 
a decrease in the production of assorted iron, a comparison of the 
figures for the first six months of 1916 with the corresponding period 
ot 1915 showing a falling-off of 448,000 pouds from the total output 
of 4,379,924 pouds in January-June, 1915. 

The production of boiler tron amounted to 488,386 pouds, or a 
decrease of 582,000 pouds. On the other hand, the manufacture 
of wire increased, the figure for the period under review being 
1,196,218 pouds. The output of rails decreased, the figures being : 
1,201,696 pouds for January-June, 1916, and 3,518,709 pouds for 
January-June, 1915. 

High quality steel and iron, as might be expected having regard 
to the number of works engaged in the manufgcture of munitions, 
showed an increased output of 4,293,000 pouds over the figures for 
the corresponding half-year in 1915, the production actually amounting 
to 6,028,724 pouds, the highest figures on record. [First class 
tool steel is now being made in the Urals at the Lisvensky works, 
and preparations are being made to increase the output after the 
war. ‘This commodity was formerly imported in large quantities 


from Germany. (D.C.1. £0,163.) «

the development of the cotton spinning and 
weaving industry in China is worthy of careful study. 

Scarcely more than thirty years ago not a single cotton spinning 
or weaving mill, fitted with an up-to-date plant and operating on 
modern lines could be found in China. By careful enquiries, it has 
been ascertained that thirty-seven such mills have been established 
since then. Now that a start has been made, a more rapid and 
extensive development in this branch of industry in the future may 
confidently be expected. Of the thirty-seven cotton mills, twenty- 
one are situated in Shanghai, while the rest are scattered throughout 
the four provinces of Kiangsu, Chekiang, Hupeh and Honan. Most 
of the larger and more flourishing mills at Shanghai have been 
established and are workivg under foreign direction. According to a 
Chinese press notice, there are five Japanese, seven British, and nine 
Chinese mills in Shanghai, the latter including two in the course of 
being established. One of the British mills, having 72,264 spindles and 
980 weaving machines, is the largest, and the Nisshin mill (Japanese), 
operating 10,000 spindles, is the smallest mill. ‘The total number of 
spindles in the twenty-one mills at Shanghai is estimated to be 
642,984, and the number of weaving machines to be 3,204, including 
those of the two Chinese mills not yet working. 

As regards the sixteen cotton mills at the outports, all of them 
owned by Chinese, the Tatung mill (old) at Tunchow with 60,000 
spindles is the largest of its kind in the interior, and the Tunghui 
mill at Siaoshan, in Chekiang, operating 12,000 spindles, is the 
smallest. Of these sixteen cotton mills, nine are established in 
Kiangsu; one at Changte in Honan, and one each at Wuchang and 
Hankow in Hupgeh, the iast two being capitalised and operated under 
the direction of the Government. There are altogether 412,316 
spindies and 216 weaving machines working in these outport mills.

Ina the 
case of the members of the Board of Directors of a public company, 
the profession of each member must be given. 

It is further provided that a list of all the members of the Boards of 
all public companies in Switzerland, as well as of foreign companies 
having a branch in Switzerland, must be sent in to the office of 
the Commercial Register before Ist February, 1917, giving the 
above particulars, These lists can be consulted, and on payment of 
a fee a copy may be obtained, by the public, bat they will not other- 
wise be published.

The Department of Commercial Intelligence is a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest is collected and 
classified in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far as 
the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries by 
traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Department 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin ; Resulehione concerning Commercial Travellers; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, etc. of ‘l'rade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the Offices of the Department. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have been shipped to Canada 
upon loan to the Dominion Government for exhibition there. 

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board of Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, inclusive ; 
concurrently with the Fair in London a Fair is being held at 
Glasgow—see notice on p.14. The office dealing with Fair matters 
is at 32, Cheapside, London, E.C.

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 
1911 TO 1916. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE, 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2102X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making metal 
reflectors for lighting purposes. 

2103X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture 
of combs and fallers for textile machinery (other than those in 
respect of whom contributions are payable under Part II. of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911). 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part II.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g., 1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which mereiy apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
